again measure the child's progress after the further instruction. To assist'the teacher in 
measuring children's progress, some tests have been designed for certain skills described 
xn the objectives. For each test devised there is an A form, to be yiven after some initial, 
instruction in that grade, ahd a B form, to be given after additional instruction. Accompany- 
ing each set of tests is a statement of the objective which the test is -intended to measure, 
•the grade levels for which the test was designed, and a directory of resources available to 
the teacher for further skills development, m effort was made to determine what grade a 
child should receive on a given test to determine whether or not the child needs further help; 
the test composers felt that individual teachers would make such a judgment. 

The tests are arranged in this packet in such a way that a teacher o| any grafig may see 
how a particular skill may be tested through all six grades. AH the tests for a Avm objec-
